atth^ cross section of a tree, the top 
of a stump that has been cut oft5,-you 
will see in the center the pith and 
around that successive layers of wood 
very clearfy Marked and each layer 
representing a year's growth. I heard 
my. good, old father describe a short 
time ago, a trip he had made into 
Pennsylvania, where he watched .the 
lumbermen prepare to lay to earth a 
giant pine.

Then it 
toppled over and crashed to earth with 
£ terrible sickening thud, followed by 
a few moments of dead silence. They

In the center,' the cells of the tree 


are practically dormant. All of these 
cells in their' time served as; sap car- 
riers or sapwoodj but as nature added 
year by year a\new layer on the out- 
side, these central figures ceased to 
perform, the function of sap carriers 
and they became dormant, serving on- 
ly the purpose of structural support. 
So you find your eye traveling out- 
iward toward'the bark inside of which 
the last few years' growth represents 
the active sapwood where the 
eap 


travels all the way from the roots to 
the leaves. Just joutside of this sap- 
wood and beneath the bark is the so-' 
called cambium layer where all the 
growth takes plaie.
